A BUDGET ABOUT FLOWERS FOR PER­ 
FUMES. 
There are no more beautiful sights im­ 
aginable than the fields of roses, violets 
and other flowers, which are cultivated 
with as much care and to almost as great 
an extent as are corn or potatoes. Differ­ 
ent parts of Fiance and Italy are given up 
almost entirely to this extensive flower 
culture, Grasse and Cannes excel in the 
culture of the rose, cassie, jasmine and 
tuberoses. Nice is celebrated for its violet 
and mignonette, while Ciliy furnishes 
most of the oranges and citron. To Italy 
we are chiefly indebted for the citric 
odors, as lemon, bergamot, cedrat, limette, 
oil of neroli and petit grain, but these last 
come under the head of essential oils, 
which are distinct from the pomades, the 
technical name of the raw material ex­ 
tracted from the flowers. 
In Taggia, 
Italy, is raised the greatest quantity of the 
violet mostly used in perfumery, namely, 
the Parma violet. 
' 
In Grasse there are about fifty factories, 
in which many thousands of men, women 
and girls are employed. You can imagine 
the extent of the business when I tell you 
that on one day—I acknowledge it was an 
exceptional one—22,000 pounds of orange 
flowers alone, were brought into the fac­ 
tory. All the flowers are picked in the 
early morning, when the dew is still upon 
them, and brought in wagons as quickly as 
possible to the factories. There they are 
spread out upon the floors to allow the air 
to circulate freely through them. The 
flowers that are to go through the hot or 
macerating process, are then thrown into 
their grease-bath, where they are left for 
a stated number of days, being frequently 
stirred. In some instances this grease is 
used over and over until it has become 
perfectly saturated with the desired quan­ 
tity of the perfume, fresh flowers being 
thrown in each time. The final extraction 
of the perfume-ladened grease is accom­ 
plished by hydraulic pressure, and the 
pomade is then ready for use. 
_ The manufacture of the pomades con­ 
tinues from May until September, the 
flowers being much more valuable in the 
latter month, owing to their stronger per­ 
fume. You can imagine to what extent 
perfumery is manufactured in this country 
when I tell you that from 120,000 to 150,­ 
000 pounds of pomade are imjiorted each 
year. The value of the flowers consumed 
each year at Grasse, Cannes and Nice, ap- 
proxir e $1,000,000. 
‘ 
O n e;. the most valuable of the essential 
oils is attar of roses, which is made by dis­ 
tilling the leaves of the rose centifolia 
with water. This queen of flowers, for it is 
universally admired for its beauty as well 
as its fragrance, is grown in Turkey, India 
and France, and it takes 000 pounds of its 
leaves to make one ounce of oil. W hen 
pure it is exceedingly pleasant, and it is 
almost invaluable to the perfumer, for 
there are few odors with which it will not 
harmoniously combine. 
Here, for in­ 
stance, is a sample of the French attar of 
roses, which, on account of its purity, is 
much more highly prized than the Turk­ 
ish.A tiny vial of the French attar of roses 
is worth $11, or four times as much as the 
Turkish attar of roses costs. 
“Why is it worth so much more,” do you 
ask?Simply 1-ecause it is absolutely pure, 
while the Turkish is adulterated. Per­ 
fumers do not care to buy much of the 
pure article, .tad scarcely twenty-five 
ounces of the French attar is sold in a 
year compared with the sale of the Turk­ 
ish.The Turkish attar is put up in flat cyl­ 
indrical-shaped flasks of hammered copper, 
covered with white felt. Each flask has 
upon it the Turkish seal. The copper 
used is virgin copper, unalloyed, just as it 
comes from the mines. 
THE LUXURY OF A ROSE JAR. 
A delightful perfume for halls or par­ 
lors in dwelling-houses or hotels can be 
easily procured at this season of the year, 
and it is such a pure and yet delicious 
odor that it charms everyone, it is sim­ 
ply a ro-e jar, which should be opened 
about one hour every morning and then 
closed. A writer in one of onr English 
contemporaries describes the best method 
of filling the jar, and in doing it suggests 
the preparation of the rose stock should 
be detailed to the care-taking memlier of 
the family, who never forgets anything. 
Gather the rose petals in the morning; 
let them stand in a cool place, toss them 
up lightly for one hour to dry, then put 
them in layers, with salt sprinkled be­ 
tween each layer, in a large covered dish 
—a glass butter-dish is a convenient recep- 
ticle. You can add to this for several 
mornings, till you have enough stock— 
from one pint to a quart, according to the 
size of the jar ; stir every morning, and 
let the whole stand for ten days. Then 
transfer it to a glass fruit-jar, in the bot­ 
tom of which you have placed two ounces 
of allspice coarsely ground, ana as much 
stick cinnamon, broken coarsely, when it 
is ready for the permanent jar, which may 
be as pretty as your ingenuity can devise 
or your means purchase. Those with 
double covers are the best, and very pretty 
ones in the blue and Japanese ware, hold­ 
ing over a quart, can be bought for a few 
shillings. 
Have ready one ounce each of cloves, 
allspice, cinnamon and mace, all ground 
(not fine) ; one ounce of orris root, bruised 
and shreaded; two ounces of lavender 
flower-, and a small quantity of any other 
scented dried flowers or herbs. Mix to­ 
gether, and put into the rose jar in alter­ 
nate layers with the rose stock, and a few 
drops of oil of rose, geranium, or violet, 
and pour over the whole one-quarter pint 
of good cologne. This will last for years, 
though from time to time you may add a 
little lavendar or orange flowerwater, or 
any nice perfume, and some seasons a few 
fresh rose petals. You will derive satis­ 
faction from the labor only to be estimated 
by the happy owners of a rose jar.

wash up the dishes after eating without 
breaking the tumblers, using the table 
napkins for dish-wipers, or standing a 
black kettle on the snow-white cloth. 
That mother is wise who teaches her boy 
some of the fine points of house-work, 
who teaches him to sew on buttons and to 
make needle and thread useful, to wash 
dishes and to put them in their places, to 
cook steak and to bake bread, to clean 
lamps and to clean a carpet, or to sweep 
the kitchen floor. It won’t hurt the boy, 
it won’t hurt him when he is a man, but it 
will greatly help his wife, should he ever 
be fortunate enough to find one who de­ 
lights in perfect housekeeping.

Unwritten Law s—Etiquette Not 


A ll Nonsense. 


W hat is etiquette ? Some one has de­ 
fined it as common sense set to rule. 
Webster says it is “observance of the pro­ 
prieties of rank and occasion; conven­ 
tional decorum.” This is, probably, as 
good a definition as auy that can be given, 
but etiquette may also be called a bundle 
of unwritten laws for the advancement of 
the happiness of every one in general and 
in particular. They are the kindest and 
best of all laws, and they often have more 
power to restrain men and women from a 
display of temper and rudeness than any 
moral law. 
The foolish young girl who starts out in 
life with the idea that etiquette is “all 
nonsense,” and says she means to have a 
“good time” in her own way, does not re­ 
alize that without etiquette she cannot 
have the “good time” that she wishes. 
The laws of etiquette are a good many 
years older than she is, and they have 
been made and revised by hundreds of 
kind and wise people. Etiquette is, truly, 
the outgrowth of kindness, wisdom and 
good sense. 
It would not be etiquette for a young 
girl to send out invitations in her own 
name for a party that she desires to give; 
they are sent in her mother’s name, prov­ 
ing that she has a mother who is her 
chaperone and protector. And etiquette 
demands that these notes of invitation be 
answered without delay; and that the 
guests who accept should appear at the 
house within the hours prescribed, in suit­ 
able costumes, and do their best to make 
the aflair a success. After this, etiquette 
insists that all the invited guests shall 
make a call upon the hostess, and tell her 
of the pleasure that she has given them. 
But this must not be done until several 
days have passed, and the house has re­ 
sumed its normal condition, and the mem­ 
bers of the household have recovered from 
any fatigue consequent upon the entertain­ 
ment. 
Again, you are having a luncheon party 
and you have invited an even number of 
intimate friends. It would be inconven­ 
ient to be called from the dining-room to 
see other visitors; it would be a breach of 
etiquette to leave your invited guests, and 
the table, being arranged for a certain 
number, will not seat any more. You 
send word that you are “not at home,” 
and although the visitors may hear voices, 
and among them your own, it is etiquette 
for them to leave a card and go away. 
There is no reason why they should feel 
insulted; “not at home” is a conventional 
phrase, merely meaning that one is not at 
home to visitors. If you have any con­ 
scientious scruples about instructing your 
servants to say “not at home,” tell them 
to repeat the whole sentence. 
If you set apart a certain day of the week 
for receiving your friends, etiquette de­ 
mands that they shall call upon you on 
that day and no other; thus you áre not 
interrupted in your occupations or pleas­ 
ures, whatever they may be. 
Perhaps you are in monrning. Some 
relative or friend who was very dear to 
you has suddenly died, and you are pros­ 
trate with the shock and with grief. You 
feel that any visitors, even those who may 
be dear to you, and who come with the 
best intentions, would only be intruders, 
and you feel that it is impossible to see 
anyone. 
Perhaps people will call to 
whom you do not wish to be rude; on the 
contrary, ttyey are persons to whom you 
would wish to be particularly polite in*all 
circumstances. But, just now, their sym­ 
pathy is something you do not want; in 
your present state of mind it would be 
unbearable. And etiquette says that be­ 
cause you are in mourning you shall not 
see visitors; you are at liberty to deny 
yourself to every one. 
Gr some relative has committed an act 
that throws disgrace on all those who bear 
the same name ; and you feel that you can 
never face the world again. You wonder 
what people will think and say of you and 
to you. You dread to meet your friends 
and acquaintances, fearing that they may 
refer to the shadow that has falleu’across 
your name. But when you have gathered 
courage enough to face them, you find that 
they ignore the subject entirely, and treat 
you with as much consideration as for­ 
merly. Heartless? Far from it. It is 
etiquette to ignore the disagreeable and to 
refrain from referring to any subject that 
may give pain to those present. .So your 
friends visit you quite ¡is often, and you 
receive as many invitations as you have 
been accustomed to, without being show­ 
ered with unkind words or looks of com­ 
miseration. 
You invite people to dine with you at a 
certain hour; your dinner is prepared for 
that hour, and food that is allowed to be­ 
come cold and then is reheated, or that is 
kept hot after being thoroughly cooked, is 
spoiled. If your guests are late, you fret 
about the dinner, the cook becomes angry 
and the food tastes badly. Etiquette, to 
obviate all this, demands that all persons 
invited to a meal should be on hand a 
few minutes liefore the hour mentioned in 
the invitation. 
Etiquette demands that all notes of in­ 
vitation should be answered without de­ 
lay, whether they are to be accepted or 
declined. And all letters making requests 
of whatever kind, or asking for informa­ 
tion, should be answered with courtesy. 
No matter whether you like these people 
or not who write to you to borrow money, 
books, music, gloves or anything else, eti­ 
quette says they must be treated politely. 
Calls, too, must be returned, especially 
first calls. It makes no difference if the 
people are undesirable as acquaintances; 
if they are uncultured, unattractive, stupid 
or vulgar, in your “set” or out of it, the 
first call must be returned in person, if 
possible. There are many persons who 
throw etiquette aside in such instances, 
and will not even send a card; but they 
make a mistake in so doing. 
And a little about card etiquette. 
It is not so absurd as some ;»eople would 
have us think. If von leave a card in per­ 
son it is a proof that you have taken the 
trouble to call. You have had so much 
regard for your friend or acquaintance 
that you have taken the time to call at 
her house, if you send it by mail on the 
occasion of a “tea,” as an expression of 
congratulation or condolence, it shows that 
in joy or sorrow you have the courtesy to 
remember your friends. In the hurry and 
rush of modern city life, no woman can 
call everywhere; there are some calls must 
lie made by card only. 
If she finds time 
to call upon her old aud intimate friends, 
no more should lie exj>ected of her. 
Etiquette is the oil that makes the 
wheels of society run easily. W ithout it 
the machinery would not work as i*. should. 
There would lie a squeaking and groaning; 
the rust would accumulate; cogs would not 
perform their allotted work; springs would 
run down, and constant readjustment aud 
repairing would be necessary.

A n Hour In a Theatrical A gen t’s Office— 


A D ying W oman and a New F la y — 


One Touch of Nature. 


“There is nothing new under the sun,” 
said a theatrical manager to me the other 
day on Union Square. “Even the great 
novelties presented by Russell’s comedians 
are as old as the hills in foundation, and 
scarcely novel in treatment. Charlie Reed 
did lots of his side-splitting acts of ‘The 
City Directory’ long ago, and I remember 
when he was playing at No. 585 Broad­ 
way, on the end in a female minstrel show 
in which poor Dick Fitzgerald was inter­ 
ested, that he was doing just as good work; 
aud employed many of the bits which now 
convulse the habitues of the Bijou for the 
delectation of the rounders who floated 
about the vicinity of the Metropolitan 
Hotel in those days. 
“Charlie used to sing a song then, en­ 
titled ‘Baby’s Cut a Tooth,’ with quite as 
much vim and effectiveness as he now 
sings that medley in Act First of ‘The Di­ 
rectory.’ And I am sometimes inclined to 
believe that he was funnier than he is 
now. But then, this may be a mere mat­ 
ter of taste. 
“Isn’t it odd, though, that we should be 
talking about him and Dick Fitzgerald 
down here in front of thé very house in 
which poor Dick’s widow now lies dying. 
Yes; she is not expected to live through 
the night, and all that will be left of the 
once popular Dick, the variety manager, 
and his marvelously faithful and devoted 
wife will be that white dog there and the 
pictures in Mr. Armstrong’s office.” 
Knowing Dick as I did, and recalling 
his sudden death and sad fate, I went up­ 
stairs into Mr. Armstrong’s office to learn 
something more about the widow, who lay 
at death’s door in the apartments over­ 
looking the busy square, bathed in sun­ 
shine, decked with green grasses and 
spreading foliage, and filled with thou­ 
sands of gaily-dressed girls, women and 
children and men coming from the mati­ 
nees at the various theaters in the neigh­ 
borhood and surging hither and thither 
through Fourteenth street and ud and 
down Broadway, unconscious of the clos­ 
ing scene in a domestic tragedy being en­ 
acted behind the window blinds of the 
building a few doors from the Union- 
square hotel. 
N o; there was nothing new under that 
day’s sun, or behind the dingy shades of 
the apartment in which Mrs. Fitzgerald 
was painfully, yet peacefully, I trust, pass­ 
ing away. 
Nothing new! Only the old, old story of 
death stretching forth his hand to claim a 
forfeited life and to lift the burden from 
the shoulders of one who had borne it 
with unwavering constancy and marvelous 
patience along a rugged and thorny path 
for years. 
No; there was nothing new even in the 
dramatic agency behind the dying woman’s 
apartment, except the few half-sheet bills 
hanging on the different pegs on the wall, 
beneath the photographs of several well- 
known specialty artists, announcing the 
menus for the amusement of the patrons 
of the different variety theaters in this 
and other cities during the ensuing week. 
No; there was nothing new even among 
the loungers in the office, most of whom 
were song-and-dance men or “sketch 
artists” in and out of burnt cork. 
There they sat, waiting for engagements, 
or the arrival of an “angel”—a man who 
had money and wanted to risk it in the 
show business—unmindful of the solemn 
climax impending in the chamber a few 
feet awav, except when some new-comer 
dropped in and said, “How is Dick’s widow 
to-day?” 
Then the voices of the loungers would 
be hushed until Mr. Armstrong had re­ 
plied to the querist, stating that she could 
not live till the morrow. 
After this the loungers would resume 
their anecdotes, and, perhaps, the new­ 
comer would tell of his experiences in 
some similar direction, not to be outdone 
by the l:ist reconteur. 
Your variety performer is a man of 
marvelous experiences, and he never per­ 
mits anybody to excel him either in inci­ 
dent, narration thereof, or volubility. 
Even here, while the good wife’s life 
was ebbing slowly away, one of the loung­ 
ers, seeing the white dog, which had been 
known to everybody as “Dick Fitzgerald's 
Pardner,” said: “Say, the white bull will 
be an orphan when his mistress dies.” 
“No, it won’t either,” said another, pug­ 
naciously. 
“Why won’t it?” quoth the first speaker. 
“Dick was always papa and his wife was 
always mother to Dick. He is dead, and 
she will cross the dark river to-night. So 
to-morrow the white bull will have lost 
the best papa and mamma it ever knew, 
and it mav fairlv be called an orphan. 
See?” 
“You’re wrong. Mrs. Fitzgerald willed 
that dog to Billy Lester of the Lester and 
Allen team, so the dog will not be au 
orphan. Billy will be a father to it.” 
“Well, I’m glad to hear it, for it’s the 
greatest dog I ever knew. It played on 
the stage, looked after Dick when he' was 
out late nights, and since Dick died, you 
betnobodycouldcomeup Mrs. Fitzgerald’s 
stairs in this house without that dog let­ 
ting the neighborhood know all about it. 
O h! you should see him when he heard a 
fire engine going by. That dog was as 
good as an automatic fire alarm.” 
“I knew a better dog than that,” quietly 
put in a bystander. 
“W here?” swiftly demanded three of 
the others viva voce, because Fitzgerald’s 
dog has a reputation in the profession; in­ 
deed, it may be said it belongs to tbe pro­ 
fession. Wherefore any attempt to reflect 
or «ist discredit on the canine was re­ 
garded as somewhat personal by the rest* 
of the variety performers, who booked 
from Fitzgerald 
Armstrong’s office. “On 
the Alps! Mount St. Bernard ! The dog 
I knew could find a man lost in the snow 
on the mountains and bring him home 
safe in his mouth, watch, diamonds, and 
money, every time 
Not a cent would be 
missing.” 
These remarks were listened to with 
profound contempt, and one man sneer- 
inglv put in: “You’re like Herrmann, 
Lederer and Tsd Marks. You even go to 
Europe for vaudeville dogs to beat the 
dogs in the American variety business.” 
Something between a laugh and a hiss 
followed this rebuke, which might have 
furnished me with a glimpse of something 
new in this phase of repartee but for the 
advent of John 1*. Smith, the manager 
and exploiter of “The Tourists,” and his 
question: “How is Mrs. Fitzgerald ?” 
This brought the speakers back to the 
old line of thought, and Mr. Armstrong’s 
answer that she could not possibly live 
through the night dispelled the tendency 
to acrimonious levity occasioned by the 
dog’s appearance. 
Mr. Smith, a tall, pleasant-faced gentle­ 
man, with a wealth of snow-white hair, 
an erect form, keen eye and musical voice, 
diverted the loungers’ thoughts into au- 
other channel when he told Mr. Arm­ 
strong that iie had called upon him to se­ 
cure his aid in obtaining three or four 
teams of clever specialty people, who could 
act a little as well as sing and dance, for a 
new piece he intended to try in June. 
They were all ears, and the dog was for­ 
gotten for the moment.

Their 
equals do not run around loose. * And then 
I want a fine soubrette, who can sing, and 
who can act almost as well as Alma Stuart 
Stanley. You rememlicr her, of course? 
I am aware that it will be difficult to ob­ 
tain her counterpart, for she was hand­ 
some, clever and a fine artist. But I men­ 
tion her as a pattern after which I wish 
you to comprehend I am modeling my 
leading soubrette. 
“The fact is, I am going to present Stan­ 
ley McKenna’s piece, ‘Fainting Her Red,’ 
for three nights, with a first-rate cast, just 
to see what is in it and what can be done 
with it by careful organization, next season. 
If it goes—that is to say, if it suggests to 
me the possibility of making a first-rate 
entertainment by the introduction of clever 
people and bright music—I will do just 
what I did with the ‘Tourists in a Pull­ 
man Palace Car,’ set the ball in inotioD, 
and probably realize another fortune. 
“You see they have ail followed the ex­ 
ample I set them with the Tourists so 
many years ago, and they have all grown 
rich by doing so. I remember well how 
the managers and sages of the profession 
shook their heads and sneered at my au­ 
dacity in introducing as performers" in a 
play a lot of variety people and specialists. 
The wiseacres predicted failure and disas­ 
ter for me, but neither the one nor the other 
overtook or blighted my enterprise. On 
the contrary, it was attended with munifi­ 
cent and magnificent success. 
“Assuredly I was the first to see that the 
people who patronized high-priced theaters 
had never seen and could never be induced 
to go to see our clever variety performers 
in their own places of amusement; there­ 
fore I literally imported them into a play, 
gave the entertainment a name, called the 
organization John I’. Smith’s Tourists in 
so and so, and booked the show in the best 
houses, with financial results unrivaled, if 
not unparelleled, by those which have at­ 
tended the similar efforts of those who 
emulated my example. 
“Yes, I was the first to bottle the variety 
lightning and to serve it out to the swell’s 
and best theatergoers of this country. But 
to hear the talk and read the billing and 
vaporing of many others who have since 
profited by my example and ideas, you 
would imagine that 1 had never given the 
public ‘The Tourists in the Palace Car,’ 
and that certain other gentlemen, who 
have made money and a modicum of fame 
out of farce-comedies, as people call my 
style of organization, were the pioneers in 
this sort of theatrical entertainment. 
“They are not! On the contrary, they 
have merely grasped what was presented 
to them, and have made excellent use of 
their opportunities. 
“W ith these farce-comedy purveyors it is 
as it .was with the managers of ‘Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin’ companies. 
“Several years ago it occurred to me that 
a little realism in the cot.on and planta­ 
tion scenes would naturally aid in properly 
presenting a dramatization of Mrs. Stowe’s 
great novel. Consequently I went to work 
and put in genuine colored people and 
jubilee singers. 
“Mark the result! 
“At first every body laughed at what they 
were pleased to term my temerity. Oh ! 
this was an innovation, and it would not 
work. Well, it did work, and the first 
tiling you and I knew everybody in the 
business was anxious to produce ‘Uncle 
Toni’s Cabin’ with jubilee singers and 
colored hands in the plantation scenes. 
“But each copyist of niv enterprise and 
idea billed and puffed himself as if he bad 
just thought of and exhibited the two. 
“But I don’t care,” said Mr. Smith, 
laughing good liuuioredly; “I mention 
these things here in connection with my 
latest purpose, which, as I said, is to pre­ 
sent a new farce-comedy, after subjecting 
it to a new kind of treatment at the hands 
of my Tourists, and to say to you that in 
the farce-comedy of to-day there is nothing 
new under the sun.” 
Mr. Smith was right, and I know it, 
although each of the new performers and 
arrangers of farce-comedies imagines that 
he is giving something new theatrically to 
the world at large. 
Even in “The City Directory” there are 
chestnuts as old as the hills, but so well 
roasted and dished up that they have ac­ 
quired a fresh flavor. 
John F. Poole presented just such 
scenes as those in the second act of the 
piece when he was writing for the old 
Theater Comique, and nearly all the 
“turns” remind the habitue of the city 
theaters of what he has seen at the Lon­ 
don, Miner’s and Pastor’s. The selections 
from “Pinafore,” “The Gondoliers” and 
other works are burlesqued in white face, 
just as the current operatic attractions 
used to be burlesqued by the popular negro 
minstrels ten years ago. 
As Mr. Smith and his brother manager 
said, “There is nothing new under the 
sun,” in the theatrical exploit itself. 
They are wrong, however, when they 
make the assertion so sweeping as to take 
in the whole structure, from ticket office 
to stage exit. 
There are two very important new 
things in the affair. 
These are the auditors, which is the 
greatest novelty, and the mode of treat­ 
ment, which is remarkable also. 
The entertainment presented at the 
Bijou in the “City Directory,” while va­ 
riety, burlesque, specialty, musical gem, 
acrobatic and grotesque song and dance 
and broad farce, is so deftly mixed and 
blended that it conies upon the eyes and 
ears of the audiences, who have rarely if 
ever visited variety halls, as an absolute 
novelty, and to such audiences at least 
this is, after all, something new under the 
sun.Mr. Smith and other well-posted man­ 
agers are right in the abstract, but wrong 
in the concrete. 
Nobody contended that the second mule, 
the second Marks, the lawyer and the sec­ 
ond bloodhound in “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
were new absolutely, since the first had 
always been theie as the original. Never­ 
theless, the second were billed as novelties, 
and in a concrete and material sense they 
were brand new whenever they were in­ 
troduced. 
Still, even on the admission of the gay 
and festive Mr. Charles Reed himself, 
than whom there is nothing more refresh­ 
ingly fresh among the freshest products of 
fresh farce-comedy freshness, there is noth­ 
ing new under the sun except the au­ 
diences, who applaud the jokes he gathers 
from others in his walks by day and re­ 
produces at night. 
This is his own avowal, and it is in strict 
accord with Mr. W illiam Shakespeare 
about that mirror. 
Mr. Reed has a pocket mirror which he 
holds up to humorous human nature for 
farcical purposes. 
And here is where his head is particu­ 
larly better than angular. 
The artist who would adopt and accept 
any manager’s or writer’s dictum that there 
is nothing new under the sun would soon 
have his salary cut down. 
Progress gives the lie to this antique 
piece of aphoristic bric-a-brac, and keeps 
the actors, authors and managers hustling 
for novelties. 
Even death is a novelty in every house­ 
hold.

IN RELIGION’S REALM. 


HATTERS OF INTEREST TO MINIS­ 
TERS AND LAYMEN.

The Catholic Champion (P. E.) savs: “In 
New York there is a Church Club" of lav- 
men, organized to further the interests of 
the church and a better knowledge of her 
ways. It » rather a mournful commentary 
on the principle» of this organization that 
it gives its annual dinner—a five-dollar 
affair, at Sherry’s— on Wednesday, May 
28th, an Ember Day, on which the’chnrch 
requires such a measure of abstinence as is 
more especially suited to extraordinary 
acts and exercises of devotion.” 
The Christian Enquirer (Bapt.) savs- 
Church unity, it is sometimes said, is ’in 
the air,” but how to accomplish it lias- 
been the difficulty. A friend sends ns a 
copy of the Cincinnati Enquirer bv which 
it may be judged that Presbyterians and 
Baptists are already joined, ¿’or, in the 
midst of a report of the proceedings of the 
General Assembly, following the names of 
the Revision Committee on the Westmin­ 
ster Confession, comes the Report of the 
Committee of Nominations for the Amer­ 
ican Baptist Home Missionary Society, 
and discussions of that body, followed bv 
the names of the Presbyterian Committee 
on a ‘concensus creed.’ Tbe Enquirer has 
certainly secured denominational unity iu 
very short order.” 
The Examiner (Bapt.) says: “It is a cu­ 
rious fact that in the recent exjiosures of 
corruption among our city officials no allu­ 
sion is made to their profession of religion 
as members in good and regular standing 
of tbe Catholic Church. Whenever Pres­ 
ident Harrison or Secretary Wanamaker is 
criticised, a great point is made of their 
inconsistency as Presbyterians. 
But it 
does not seem to occur to anybody to ac­ 
cuse Croker and Grant, and Flack of in­ 
consistency as Catholics. So with regard 
to defaulters or embezzlers. If they are 
deacons or Sunday School Superintendents 
in Protestant churches, the fact is tele­ 
graphed the world over. But if, as in sev­ 
eral recent eases, they are Romanists, no 
attention is paid to it. Does this indicate 
that there is a different standard, and that 
a Roman Catholic profession of religion 
isn’t expected to mean as much as that of 
a Protestant ? If not, why not?” 
The Christian Leader (Univ.) says: “The 
kernel of the question of copyright is laid 
bare, and with his usual precision and 
felicity, by Mr. Lowell in these two sen­ 
tences: ‘The adversary has cunningly en­ 
trenched himself in the argument "that 
there can be no such thing as property in 
an idea, and I grant that this is a fallacy 
of which it is hard to disabuse the minds 
of otherwise intelligent men. But it is in 
the form given to an idea by a man of 
genius, and in this only, that we assert a 
right of property to have been created.’ 
Ideas are only then capable of being 
identified and held as property when au 
author has put them into a form which 
somebody can make money out of. If no 
money can be made out of them, they are 
property, and the owner should be placed 
on the same legal footing with the owners 
of other property.” 
The Christian Advocate (Meth.) savs: “If 
the Presbyterian Church will agree that 
Arminianism shall not be a bar "either to 
the holding of the eldership or to induc­ 
tion into the ministry, then the herdsmen 
of Calvin and the herdsmen of Arminius 
can dwell together in peace, and Presbv- 
terianism will take the longest stride 
towards Christian union that has been 
taken since the Reformation began. If 
this or something equivalent to it be not 
done, one of three things must follow: 1. 
The elimination of these passages, or a 
modification of them equivalent to an 
elimination; or (2.) The addition of a few- 
meaningless words which will leave the 
substance as it is; or (3.) No modification, 
and the growth within the body of practi­ 
cal Arminianism. Of these, tbe first will 
unavoidably divide the Church; the second 
will be a victory for the Confession of 
Faith as it now is; the third will contri­ 
bute to break down the reverence for con­ 
sistency and devotion to acknowledged 
standards, already too greatly impaired.” 
Commenting on the preamble and reso­ 
lution touching the public school system 
adopted by the Presbyterian General As­ 
sembly at Saratoga, the Freeman's Journal 
(R. C.) savs- “With their position that 
‘moral training must be based on religion, 
otherwise its sanction will not be strong 
enough to grasp the consciences of the 
people, or its utterances obligatory enougli 
to shape their character,’ we entirely 
agree. Our principles thus far being the 
same, why can we not reach some point of 
agreement as to application? Provided 
they consent to admit voluntary schools to 
the public system, and will labor with us 
to this end, we shall stand with them for 
their fullest rights to have whatever re­ 
ligious instructions they choose in the 
schools that fall to their share. Such an 
arrangement would strengthen, not weaken, 
the public system. But so long as they 
continue to deny us our just rights in this 
regard, so long must we insist that, in a 
cast-iron, unelastic system, no religious in­ 
struction of whatever character can be 
given.” 
Tbe Central West, writing on the ques­ 
tion, “Has the Papacy Any Settled Policy 
for the Destruction of Our’Common-sehool 
System ?” says: “This is the policy. And 
active steps are being taken to"carry it 
into effect. The priest who lias the ability 
to establish a parish school and does 
not do it, commits an offense against his 
church which is considered a sufficient 
cause for removal from his position. The 
consequence is that Catholic schools are 
springing up in great numbers, and every­ 
thing possible is being done to weaken the 
hold the common school system has on 
the mass of the people. Demands are also 
being made for public and private funds 
to carry out the objects, and the demands 
are not' only being made, but they are 
being made with such urgency and im­ 
portunity that in many places they are 
being granted in large sums. And we, as 
American citizens, have been so criminally 
indifferent to the stealthy encroachments 
of Rome, and are even _«et so, that the 
papal power, manifested among us, is lur­ 
ing ns on, and even leading us to assist 
her in giving the death-blow to our own 
institution of which we have been so 
justly proud.” 
A correspondent of the Christian Register 
(Unit.) writes: “As ‘altering hymns’ is 
under discussion in your columns, perhaps 
you will be interested in the following 
incident: I was to preach one Sunday 
in a well-known Unitarian Church of New 
England. The organ voluntary was to be 
followed by an anthem or selection by the 
choir. The organ and choir were in the 
rear of the pulpit; and I was somewhat 
startled to hear a strong, clear soprano 
voice break out with— 
“There Is a fountain fillcil with blood. 
Drawn from Immanuel's veins.’’ 
A strange opening, I thought for a Unita­ 
rian service; and I listened eagerly for 
the next couplet, which came thus: 
“And mav this consecrated hour 
With better h. oes lit filled.” 
The chorister afterwards apologized, say­ 
ing th it they were to sing ‘While Thee 
I Seek, Protecting Power,’ to music 
adapted frotu ‘There is a Fountain,’ etc.; 
and the singer in her anxiety began with 
the original words, and, discovering her 
mistake changed to the words cf the 
intended hymn. Of all ‘hymn altering,’ I 
thought this was the most audacious and 
satisfactory.” 
The London Church Times says: “Par­ 


taking or not partaking of the blood of 
animals is a mere type; a positive law to 
the Jews and not a moral law to Chris­ 
tians.

The verse which for­ 
bids partaking of the blood (Gen. ix., 4) 
expressly allows tlesh meat, and conse­ 
quently it is a mere ceremonial lesson to 
show the sauctitv of life. The death 
penalty for murder is a moral law, also 
showing the sanetitv of life. It does not 
depend upon the teaching of the Xoaehic 
Law, but of the A is* ties also. St. Panl 
asserts that there are things ‘worthv of 
death,’ for doing which he would not're- 
fuse to die,’ and that the civil judge ‘liears 
not the sword in vain,’ etc.! which he 
would do, if he was not permitted to use 
it. Beyond all this, the fact must ever 
remain the same that the life of the body 
is not to be compared with the life of the 
soul and spirit. In a Christian country a 
murderer has very much more time "for 
preparation for death than ordinary mori- 
iiunds, and it is a rare thing if lie is not 
brought to repentance more or less deep 
and sincere by the spiritual ministrations 
he receives in prison. If a man’s heart is 
to be hardened, his spiritual nature ex­ 
tinguished and his soul damned,commit 
him to penal servitude for life. Senti­ 
mental fa-klists do not think of what any 
prison chaplain could tell them.” 
The New York Catholic Times savs “A 
letter has been received in this city front 
the Rev. Father Robert. C. 1'., a mission­ 
ary attached to St. Michael’s Passianist 
Monastery, West Hoboken, who was a pas­ 
senger on the City of Paris when she was 
disabled. The Provincial of the Passkm- 
ist Order, the very Rev. Father Benedict, 
and Fathers Thomas and Sebastian were 
passengers also. In the let'ter Father Rob­ 
erts tells what he and the other priests 
did.

The Churchman says: “The Church Ihmes 
faults Dr. Dix for his deprecation of ra­ 
tionalizing on the subject of the sacra­ 
ments. It says r ‘It is proper to imagine 
any danger iu rational explanation of bap­ 
tism, confirmation and Holy Sacrament, 
because reason in its sound form is alwavs 
on the side of Catholic institutions.’ Was 
there ever a more perfect non sequitur f 
Granted that reason in its sound form is 
always on the side of all truth, does it fol­ 
low that hitman reason is competent to 
give ‘rational explanations’ of everything? 
Or that it is proper or profitable for it to 
try ? In the most ordinary matters of ex­ 
perience wisdom itself renounces the pos­ 
sibility of ‘rational explanation.’ Who 
attempts to explain, either rationally or 
imaginatively, the facts of time, space, 
force, being, substance, existence? Who 
attempts to give a ‘rational explanation’ of 
life, or even to tell what life is? In the 
spiritual world of thethingsof Godwehave 
higher authority for saying that ‘rational 
explanations’ are impossible. We are 
very thankful that Dr. Dix should depre­ 
cate rationalism on the subject of the sac­ 
raments. it has been a plague of the 
Church from early times. It has been a 
fruitful cause of schism and all imcharila- 
bleness. It has been the mother of many 
base superstitions. It has never in the 
least degree ministered to spirituality. It 
has almost always pulled men up ’ witll 
spiritual pride. To do wliat God com­ 
mands and to do it gladly, to take the 
holy gifts which He offers and to take 
them thankfntly—this is Christian duty ; 
but to pry into the secret operation of 
God’s Spirit, which the Son of God de­ 
clares to be beyond the range of human 
knowledge, and, therefore, beyond the 
range of rational speculation—this is the 
part of folly and presumption. The Church 
Times to the contrary notwithstanding, it 
is wholly ‘improper,’ and as full of danger 
as it is of impropriety. So the history of 
the Church Catholic has proved, and if 
the words of Christ had never been spoken, 
the lessons of experience ought to be worth 
much.” 


Men ¡uni Tlieir Hobbies. 
A statement made by a wise man is that 
“ Every honest man has a hobby.” The 
man in question did not use these precise 
words, says the American Cultivator, but 
they amount to the same in substance. 
A man who is always tinkering around, 
making something or other in the mecharf- 
ical line, is never found spending his leis­ 
ure hours in a gin mill or saloon. The 
young man whose hobby is study will be 
found at his books as soon as his day’s 
work is done and supper is swallowed. 
The chap who lias “ music on the brain” 
will be puffing or scraping his instrument 
early aud late, until his friends almost 
wish he would quit his hobby and relegate 
himself to the rum shop. 
Many young men ride a mechanical 
hobby, and are often building experimental 
machines and making “ young” steam en­ 
gines. To such men electricity possesses a 
most enticing field. There is no end to 
the directions in which thought may be 
profitably turned in connection with elec­ 
tricity. Well developed as it is, electricity 
is as yet an almost unknown tiling, which 
will require lifetimes of study to reduce to 
the full understanding of all.

I t is said that there is no sincerity in 
the introduction of the bill in Congress to 
appropriate $250,000 for a tomb and mon­ 
ument for the perpetuation, by such memo­ 
rial, of the memory of General Grant. 
It 
is charged that the bill was introduced at 
the suggestion of Mayor Grant, ol New 
York, as a spur to prick the sides of New 
York pride. 
If that was its purpose, it 
has signally failed, and Congress is now 
placed in the position that it must appro­ 
priate the money or go before the world as 
refusing a monument to one of the most 
j distinguished of modern soldiers and patri­ 
ots. 
In this connection it should he men­ 
tioned that the keenest thrust yet made in 
¡ the matter was the dispatch sent from 
I Richmond, Va., to the author of the bill, 
' “Withdraw your bill. The Confederate 
soldiers will build a monument to Grant, 
to be located here, to be inscribed : ‘To a 
Holmes 8enerous f°e> by his late adversaries.’ ” 
‘ 
However, nothing of this kind will touch 
New York’s sensibilities—she is perfectly 
willing to forfeit her word, and allow some­ 
one to take the job of building Grant’s 
monument oil' her hands. 


T h e r e cannot be so much smoke as 
there is over this census matter without 
some genuine tire behind it. It is reported 
from half the cities in the Union that there 
is dissatisfaction with the manner in which 
the population has been enumerated. It was 
precisely what we anticipated when it was 
announced that the reward of the enumer­ 
ators was to be but two cents a name. 
On 
no such basis could uniformly faithful 
work lie expected. It is unlikely that the 
census of 1890 will go dowu in history as 
one to rely upon in any statistical calcula­ 
tions demanding reasonable accuracy. 


A f t e r bitterly coudemning the tardv 
African policy of England, Stanley now 
has the manliness to confess that the later 
plans of Salisbury and the adjustment he 
has made with Germany are wise, and that 
the policy of England most lately adopted 
has secured to her all she can desire in 
Africa, and has made the conquest of the 
Soudan but a matter of time, and that not 
long in years. 
As matters are now ex­ 
plained, there can 1 e no doubt about the 
soundness of Stanley’s statement. England 
has all she ought to have in Africa, and 
so has Germany. 
Between them the two 
nations can stamp out slavery and reduce 
the equatorial regiou to the domination of 
civilization. 


T h e muscular Methodist Bishop who 
the other day pulled off' his coat and 
soundly thrashed two bruisers who way­ 
laid him with the intention of slogging 
him, is worthy of a statue. 
The Bishop 
had preached plainly against the crimes of 
the men, and this so angered them that 
they determined to take revenge “out of his 
hide.’’ 
But the Bishop appears to have 
been trained in his collegiate life in the 
art of self-defense, aud it served him to 
good purpose. Here is to be seen the dis­ 
tinction between legitimate boxing train­ 
ing and the bruising and slogging bar­ 
barity of the day.

Now comes the Critic and explains how 
sadly tliedictionary-makers were led astrav.

“ Philology of the English L anguage.'' published 
in 1820, by R ichard Paul Jodreli. as a sort cl' 
supplem ent to Johnson's D ictionary. Jodrell 
had a curious way of w riting phrases as single 
words, w ithout even a hyphen to indicate their 
com posite character. I h u s city solicitor be­ 
cam e citysolieitor; hom e acquaintance, liome-

He rem arks i:i his preface that 
it “ was necessary to enact laws lor m yself," 
and h r appears to have done so with great 
vigor. Ol course h e followed his “law " w hen 
lie transcribed the following passage from Pope:

Odyssey, x, 627. 
Phantom nation* horanm phantom nations, and 
th 1 great standards of th e English language" 
w ere enriched w ith a “ new word !" 
The Critic should have added that three 
of the foremost dictionaries of the day, 
Nuttall’s, Stormonth’s aud The Century, 
have not fallen into the errar of ihe others.

Twenty years ago was the golden age of 
the mountebanks and ramblers of Paris. 
Sauntering through the public parks was 
then one of the chief amusements of the 
Parisians, and nightly they used to assem­ 
ble during the long beautiful summer 
evenings in the square 
nearest their 
dwellings, where they enjoyed gratui­ 
tously, beneath the spreading plane-trees, 
an ever-varying performance. 
There were shows to suit every taste. 
The squares which were the most patron­ 
ized were those of Beaudoyer, Chateau- 
d'Eau, Temple, and above all that of the 
Bastille. This last was most admirably ar­ 
ranged for both artistes and spectators, 
inasmuch as the former could display 
their various talents while the latter 
looked on and listened undisturbed. 
This, so to speak, permanent fair was 
held on the elevated plain which forms a 
vast square between the quays of Yalmv 
and Jemmapes. 
Its originality made it 
especially interesting to the Parisians. 
The amateurs in music used to gather in a 
circle 
around Bouvard, the 
bag-pipo 
player, accompanying in chorus the lively 
and witty refrains of the song writers then 
in vogue—Gustave Lery, Edouard PIou- 
vier, and scores of others, who have dis­ 
appeared and are forgotten without hav­ 
ing inscribed their names on the memory 
of the generations that they charmed so 
long. 
Then wa=, indeed, the happy day of the 
popular song, and after listening to the 
catching airs of some itinerant song­ 
ster, the workman on the morrow whiled 
away the fatigue of the weary hours In- 
humming the refrains of the night before, 
at the same time dreaming of the one who 
awaited him at home, who also sang as she 
sewed. 
The needle sped more swiftly 
through the silk when accompanied by the 
rhythm of the lively tune, and the imple­ 
ment of the workman grew lighter to his 
baud as it beat the time of the song of the 
day. 
But the mountebanks in particular fas­ 
cinated the crowd, and among them all 
was one who seemed to exert over his audi­ 
ence a sort of domination. 
He was a peculiar individual, about 
thirty years ol"age, very dark, with long, 
well-cared-for hair, 
a silky mustache, 
proudly curled, a pale complexion, eyes in 
which shone a somber fire deeply set 
beneath his heavy brows. 
He was always 
correctly dressed in black, with linen "of 
scrupulous whiteness, and wore a high- 
crowned hat of the prevailing style. 
At 
first it was evident that he was an outcast 
who preserved, in the midst of his unfor­ 
tunate brethren, the exterior of a man of 
the world. 
He was always alone, never spoke to am­ 
one, and never entered the wine-shop. He 
always came into the square carrying un­ 
der his arm a black velvet bag and little 
table of black wood, capable ot being folded 
when not in use. 
He always began by setting up his table, 
covering it with a cloth bordered with 
golden fringe, and then, undoing the 
strings of his bag, would take from it a 
magnificent doll, as large as a three-vear- 
old child, and resplendent in silk and lace. 
He would place it tenderly upon the table, 
its head resting on an embroidered cush­ 
ion, and then—always without saying a 
word—walk silently up and down a few 
steps away. Little by little a crowd al­ 
ways gathered curiously about him, and 
when iie considered it sufficiently large he 
wculd make his entry upon the scene, po­ 
litely pushing aside the spectators. 
He 
would then bow to them right and left, 
roll up the sleeves of his coat, and begin 
an exhibition of ventriloquism. 
It was truly a marvelous performance, 
and the receipts were always abundant, al­ 
though he never asked for anything. The 
stance over, he would gather up the money, 
aided by obliging gamins, bow once more 
to his audience, fold up his baggage and 
disappear. 
Tiiis enigmatical man was the subject of 
many comments, and the most extraordi­ 
nary stories were circulated regarding him. 
According to some he was a police agent ; 
others maintained that he was a ruined 
nobleman ; others affirmed that he was the 
son ef a certain Duke well known in Paris 
on account of his diamonds and his pecul­ 
iar talent for disguising his face. 
I often had an opportunity of being 
present at his performances, and the sym­ 
pathetic expression of this gentleraanly- 
looking mountebank always attracted my 
attention. 
1 was therefore somewhat con­ 
cerned when several days elapsed wifhout 
seeing him at his usual place, from which 
he disappeared as suddenly as he had 
come. 
Time passed, and I had ceased to think 
of him, when one evening I saw him seated 
011 the terrace of the Cafe des Princes. 
1 took a seat at a neighboring table, 
and would have wished to enter into con­ 
versation with him, but found he was still 
as taciturn as on the fair-ground of the 
Bastille.

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


INCIDENTS ATTENDING THE NOMINA­ 
TION OF LINCOLN. 


The Cholera V isitation o f Early Days—I» 
C. Chandler's Experience as a 
Sacram ento R iver Tar. 


The Domination by the Republican Na­ 
tional Convention at Chicago, of Abraham 
Lincoln for the Presidency, was the all-ab­ 
sorbing theme of comment by the press 
and people of the country, and all sorts of 
sketches of Lincoln and incidents of his 
life were being published. Lincoln was 
sitting in the telegraph office at Springfield 
while the Convention was balloting for 
candidates for the nomination. When the 
third ballot was reached and the States be­ 
gan changing to Lincoln, and when every­ 
body else was excited and nervous, the 
great man sat quietly and listened to the 
bulletins as they were sent to the waiting- 
room by the manager of the office. Finally 
the latter wrote on a slip of paper and sent 
to Lincoln the following: “Mr. Lincoln 
you were nominated on the third ballot.” 
The latter took the paper in his hand and 
looked at it long and silentlv, not heeding 
the noisy exultation all around him, and 
then rising and putting the note in his 
vest pocket he quietly remarked : “There's 
a little woman down at our hou*e who 
would like to hear this. I’ll go down and 
tell her.” This showed something of the 
real character of the man. While others 
were thinking only of the political signifi­ 
cance and importance of the news, Lin­ 
coln's thoughts were of his wife and home 
and the joy that the news would take into 
his nousehold. 
Several amusing incidents occurred when 
the committee called at his house to notify 
him of his nomination. One of its mem­ 
bers was tall Judge Kelly, of Pennsylvania. 
As he shook hands with the future Presi­ 
dent each eyed the other's ample propor­ 
tions with genuine admiration, Lincoln for 
once standing srraight as an Indian and 
showing his tall form in its fuil dignity. 
“What is vourhight?” inquired Lincoln. 
“six feet three. W hat is vours, Mr. Lin­ 
coln ?” 
"Six feet four,” replied Lincoln. 
“Then,” said Judge Kelly, “Pennsylva­ 
nia bows to Illinois. My dear man, for 
years my heart has been aching for a Pres­ 
ident that I could look up to, and I have 
found him at last in the land where we 
thought there were none but little giants.” 
Many members of the Convention who 
had never seen Mr. Lincoln called that 
evening to pay their respects and see what 
he looked like. The best of good feeling 
prevailed, Lincoln having a fund of good 
stories to tell, and a pleasant word and 
smile for each visitor. At one time there 
seemed to be a little hesitation on the 
part of new-comers to approach the host, 
when Mr. Judd cried out: “Come up, gen­ 
tlemen, come up ; its nobody but old Abe 
Lincoln ! 
One well-dressed New Eng­ 
lander remarked : “I was afraid I should 
meet a gigantic rail splitter, with the man­ 
ners of a flatboatman and the ugliest face 
in creation ; but I found Lincoln a com­ 
plete gentleman,” 
Douglas was the first man in Washing­ 
ton to be apprised of Lincoln’s nomina­ 
tion, and he saia to several Republican 
Senators : “Well, Lincoln and I have called 
each other some pretty hard names on the 
stump, but I’ll do him justice—he is an 
honest, able and very popular man.” 
The San Francisco Call recently 
had an article on the great cholera visita­ 
tion in early days, in which it said : “In 
the fall of 1S50 cholera ravaged California. 
It was most fearful and fatal in Sacra­ 
mento and in the northern division of the 
State. The death-roll was reckoned in 
hundreds. The travel up and down the 
Sacramento was mainly by small river 
craft, schooners, sloops and sail-boats of a 
few tons. Steamboats had not reduced the 
prices of passage below $20 deck and $30 
cabin, and in descending the river and bay 
to San Francisco many preferred to come 
by the cheaper manner on the sailing ves­ 
sel, which usually made the trip in two or 
three days. The mortality on these was 
frightful. One schooner left Sacramento 
with forty-two passengers for San Fran­ 
cisco. On the third day she arrived with 
only three of the number alive. The others 
had beeu seized with cholera on the passage 
and died. A printer named Bugbee was 
one of the survivors. He was attacked by 
the terrible malady, but withstood it, and 
was the only one of his companions on the 
schooner who was able to walk ashore on 
arrival. The corpses were committed to 
the river and the bay as the victims died, 
until there were no longer men on board 
able to put the bodies overboard. Of the 
officers and crew only one mate survived, 
and Bugbee alone managed to sail the ves­ 
sel from Red Rock to San Francisco. Ma­ 
rysville was sorely BÍilicted, as was every 
settlement and camp up the Sacramento, 
American. Feather and Yuba rivers and in 
the mines, but in no other place was the 
mortality so great as in Sacramento City. 
In the southern division the cholera was 
comparatively mild. Only two deaths 
occurred in Stockton, both of persons of 
Spanish blood and reckless in mode of life. 
“In San Francisco it raged with alarm­ 
ing malignity, taking off several notable 
citizens. 
County Treasurer George W. 
Endicott, a leading merchant, of high so­ 
cial position and old Pilgrim stock, from 
Boston: Woodruff, the popular jeweler; 
Dr. Johnson, a noted humorist and wit; 
Sam Maynard, a prominent business man. 
were early victims. Deaths by scores oc­ 
curred in the hospitals and in the poorly 
provided houses, lodging-houses and tents 
in every part of the city. 
“The cholera was brought to California 
by steamers from Panama and by the emi­ 
gration across the plains. On each route, 
on sea and on land, the mortality was very- 
large. Terrible sufferiog was experienced 
by the emigrants who came overland. The 
infection prevailed throughout the Union. 
In the South and West, along the Missis­ 
sippi and Missouri, were its most fatal I 
ravages. The elder Booth, the great tra- " 
gedian, fell a victim to it the year follow­ 
ing bis visit to California. Never since has 
it spread with such destroying effect.” 
Printers generally—and of course 
very unjustly—are suspected of having an 
aversion to’ water. 
There were three 
among those wno "stuck type” here 
thirty years ago who certainly were not 
afraid of water. They were Levi 0. 
Chandler, Sylvester H. Jenner and Charles 
C. Phiibrick. Bent on having a good time, 
they one day procured a sail-boat and got 
ready to shóot out upon the bosom of the 
Sacramento river for a sail. Chandler and 
Jenner had taken up their positions in the 
stern of the craft, while Phiibrick was 
charged with the duty of shoving olf from 
the shore. 
In doing so he managed to 
capsize the boat, and Chandler and Jenner 
both went overboard. Chandler was the 
heavier, and didn't know how to swim, 
and, like the famous McGinty, down he 
went to the bottom. 
Asi he came up, 
Jenner straddled his shoulders, and down 
he went again. On coming up the second 
time he was rescued by a Chinaman. 
Chandler insisted that the whole thing was 
a plot of Jenner and Phiibrick to drown 
him. A local paper said of the aflair: 
“Such a remarkable feat of agility as Levi 
performed in emerging from the muddy 
waters has never been witnessed since the 
days of Sir John Falstaif, when he strug­ 
gled out of the river Thames, after having 
been dumped from a buck-basfcet.” Jen­ 
ner still follows type-sticking for a living 
on one of the San Francisco papers; Chan­ 
dler long since graduated from the busi­ 
ness. and is now a real estate agent in “a 
flourishing interior city” on the bank of 
the stream in which he came so near losing 
bis life. Phiibrick has been lost some­ 
where in the shutlle. 
The Republican County Convention 
met at Philharmonic Hall on the I9tb of 
June. 1800, to choose delegates to the State 
Convention. Geo. Rowland, asChairmanof 
the County Committee, called tbe body to 
order, and Lucius H. Foote was elected 
Chairman and S. S. Holl and E. T. Bolles 
Secretaries. The delegates present were: 
T. J. Blakeney, G. H. Baker, E. H. Bishop, 
C. C. Jenks, A. A. DeLong. J. Dickinson, 
J. B. Smith, J. Hull, W. H. Weeks. Sam- 
nel Jelly, E X. Robinson. S. M. Bailey, A. 
L. Glasby, Wm. Harron, E J. Loomis, W. 
M. Allen, J. L. Polhemus. E B. Mott, Jr., 
H e n ry Cadwalader, E. H. Heacock, Ü. E. 
Duden, Jeise Dresser, Charles Piannett, J. 
8. Harbison, G. Smith. 
_ 
On tbe 17th of June a difficulty oc- 
c ite d at the Atlantic Cable Saloon on J 
sn-eet. between Eleventh and Twelfth, in 
which Deputy Sheriff X. C. Lawson came 
near killing a man named Preston, pro­ 
prietor of the place. Lawson and Preston 
had had a falling out some mouths before, 
and the former insisted on renewing it. He 
finally commenced breaking things, and 
when Preston undertook to Etop him he 
drew a pistol and shot at Preston, the ball 
passing through his hat. 
Lawson was 
finally arrested and charged with assault to 
murder. It was a close call for Preston. 
There was then living iu this city 


a very worthy citizen named Charles B— 
He had a wild son, named William, who 
was eternally getting into trouble and be­ 
ing arrested.’ He always gave his name in 
the Police Court as “Charles,” and the old 
man was getting a reputation for “rapid 
ity” that was anything but agreeable to 
him. So he finally had to ask the Dews 
papers to publish the fact that it was his 
boy “Billy,” and not himself, that painted 
things red so frequently. 
W ith reference to the meeting of 
the Grand Grove of Drnids in this city 
last week, it may be of interest to members 
of that Order to know that it was just 
thirty years ago that the first Grove was 
organized in this State. It was at Placer- 
viile, aud was called California Grove, No. 
1. The officers were; Noble Arch, Louis 
Van Geistfield; Vice-Arch, George Russ; 
Secretary, Theodore Eisfeldt; Treasurer, 
Frederick Seig. 
..The antipathy of Californians io 
the Chinese is not of recent origin, by any 
means. As many as thirty years ago they 
were driven out of the town of Pine Grove, 
Sierra county. 
The funeral of Richard R. Snow­ 
den, Jr., who was killed in the fight with 
the Indians in Washoe valley, took place 
in this city on June ISth. It was one of 
the largest that had been wituessed here. 
While in a despondent mood one 
day, caused by a long period of sickness, 
R. 8. Nichols threw himself from the Yolo 
bridge into the river, but was saved by Jas. 
Leland, a fisherman.

Oakland couldn’t make a run in yester­ 
day’s game, and nine goose-eggs decorated 
their score on the blackboard at the Park. 
There was a very large Saturday crowd in 
attendance, the greater portion of whom 
were ladies, and they were treated to one 
of the prettiest games of ball ever played 
here, thongh it is but just to say that Sac­ 
ramento has had more than her share of 
the good games played this season. The 
people here haven’t seen a poor contest,for 
so long that they always attend with the 
expectation of witnessing a hard-fought 
game. 
Hoffman, Sacramento’s new man, was 
in the box, and it was on account of his 
steady work and the club’s almost faultless 
playing that the visitors could not get a 
man across the plate. Hoffman is not. 
apparently, a wonderful pitcher; bat he 
appears to be a good, every-day twirler, 
who can be depended upon to do his share 
if his fielders support him properly. He 
has plenty of speed, and noisy couchiDg 
doesn’t appear to bother him in the 
least. He pitched better ball yester­ 
day when men were on bases than 
he did when there were none. He did not 
appear to be watching the bases yesterday; 
that is, he did not try to catch any runner 
napping, but it was quite noticeable tbat 
tbe runners did not take any chances by 
playiDg off' too far. He loses no time iu 
delivering the ball, by unnecessary swing­ 
ing of the arms, and a base-runner is not 
apt to get much of a lead on him. Lohman 
was the only Oakland man that stole a 
base yesterday, bnt it was after Bowman 
had caught a font near the special stand 
and could not recover himself in time to 
throw the ball to second base. The new 
twirler is also somewhat of a batter, and a 
sacrifice fly bell knocked bv him into cen­ 
ter field yesterday allowed Reitz to score. 
Carsey pitched good ball, but was very 
poorly supported. Dungan dropped a dy 
ball when there was a chance lor a double 
play, and the infield, with the exceDtiou of 
bhortstop O’Neill, made errors. Tbe latter 
played a fine game, and his stop of Rob­ 
erts' lightning ground hit, near third base, 
brought forth a burst of applause from the 
grand stand which lasted several seconds.

IT DID NOT WORK. 
A N icely-A rranged Trap That F ailed to 
W ork Sm oothly. 
On Thursday last President Fulda of the 
California Athletic Clnb of San Francisco 
addressed a letter to Attorney-General 
Johnson on the subject of the glove con­ 
tests, or fights, that take place before that 
clnb. There is now on the programme a 
fight, to come off on the 27th inst, before 
that club, between Y'oung Mitchell and La 
Blanche, the man who some months ago 
defeated Jack Dempsey, the middle-weight 
champion. This battle is attracting atten­ 
tion in so-called "sporting” circles all over 
the Union, and the club members are very 
desirous that there shall be no interference 
on the part of the police. 
Chiet Crowley of that city has. however, 
declared his intention of stopping or pre­ 
venting the fight and arresting all con­ 
cerned in it. How to avoid wholesale ar­ 
rests or the indefinite postponement of the 
fight has been the subject of discussion at 
special meetings of the clnb, and it was 
finally decided to souDd the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral on the proposition to let the matter 
rest upon a judicial test of the question to 
take away the club’s charter, rattier than 
upon criminal prosecutions tor promoting 
prize-fighting. 
In reply to the letter of President Fulda, 
the Attorney-General has written the fol­ 
lowing letter: 
Replying to your letter of the lSih instant, I 
have to say that, iu my judgment, an action 
brought in the name of the people against the 
California Athletic Association for forfeiture of 
charter would not settle the question as to the 
duty of the law officers of the State to see that 
Sections 412 and 413 of the Penal Code are not 
violated with impunity. 
If your association does not violate said sec­ 
tions. but conducts itself iu accordance with 
law, there will be no need of criminal prosecu­ 
tions nor of an action to forfeit vour charter. 
My letter to the Governor is only applicable to 
those who violate the law against premeditated 
fights. If, on the other hand, your club does 
violate the foregoing sections of the Penal Code, 
then the law officers of the State have no dis­ 
pensing power, but should see that the law is 
enforced; and even if your charter was for­ 
feited, it would not compensate tor the viola­ 
tion of the criminal laws of the State. 
THEY “CATCHA DE SA’AM.” 
A Non-Union Fisherm an’s Charge Against 
a M em ber of the Union. 
About twenty fishermen engaged in fish­ 
ing on the river near this city lately formed 
a union and agreed to sell their salmon 
catch to one firm in this city. There are a 
few fishermen who do not belong to the 
union, aud one of them, named Reynolds, 
set his net the other day in the river near 
the city. 
Thereupon a nnion man, known as “Big 
Harrv,” went out and set his net a few feet 
ahead of the other. A charge of disturbing 
the peace was made against him, and he 
was arrested by a Washington Constable 
and taken before Justice Wetham. The 
case will probably be tried to-morrow. Tbe 
union fishermen have employed E. C. Hart 
of this city to defend the case. 
One of the members of the Fishermen's 
Union stated to a Sunday U nion reporter 
yesterday that Reynolds was one of the 
first to propose the formation of the union, 
bnt did not join it when it was formed; 
that the fishing is conducted under rules 
made by the unioD, and that all members 
of that body conform to them. One of the 
rules prescribe the order in which fisher­ 
men shall take their “lay-out,” each taking 
his turn in regular order. On the occasion 
referred to, it was “Big Harry’s” turn to 
go upon the drift with his net. Reynolds 
came np wilh his boat and put out his net, 
when the ¡nnion fishermen went in above 
him and took the drift. 
He says there was no disturbance what­ 
ever, and that the DDion fishermen are at 
a loss to know where the disturbance of 
anybody’s peace comes in. There is no 
law on the subject of precedence in the 
rieht to spread nets in the river, but this 
matter is regulated among fishermen by 
mutual agreement.

Livingston, M ont, June 16, 1890. 
In the general sense of the word we have 
“done” Y’ellowstone Park. We have used 
up the five days allotted for the trip aud 
are now domiciled In oar car. waiting for 
the west-bound train (which is two hours 
late) to pick us up and take us on our way. 
This little Montana town seems to be thriv­ 
ing. Several buildings are in process of 
erection. The railroad runs right through 
the town. We were treated to a small­ 
sized Barnum’s circus last night. In wan­ 
dering through the town we came across a 
store wherein was a mountain lioness, and 
the owner of the premises had trained her 
to do tricks. He also had a trained dog 
who performed, and we were amused for 
halt an hour watching the antics of the two 
animals. Many of the stores are open here 
on Sunday and all of the saloons. The 
Postoffice was open last night, but whether 
or not that is a regular thmg on Sunday I 
cannot say. 
We resched here first last Tuesday. An 
accommodation train runs from Livingston 
down to Cinnabar, a primitive little log- 
caoin village ou the outskirts of tbe park. 
While waiting for our stage to start up the 
hilly eight-mile drive, weamused ourselves 
taking Kodaks of various things that came 
into view, including some redskins. So far 
we have seen but tew Indians, but no doubt 
there will be numbers of them as we go 
through Montana. 
Going front Cinnabar to Mammoth Hot 
Springs is not so many miles, but climbing 
the mountains makes tbe drive a long one. 
The entire Yellowstone trip is just a suc­ 
cession of dusty stage rides. Approaching 
the hotel at the Springs tbe idea that strikes 
you is, what an uninviting looking place. 
The building is indefinite in width, and is 
painted a sickly yellow. The rooms are 
not heated and conseqently the atmosphere 
savors of Greenland more than anything 
else. We have found hotels to be minor 
considerations through here—for we have 
roughed it to such an exlent we might al­ 
most as well have been camping out. At 
the Hot Springs is a small amount of 
scenery that is well worth looking at. But 
a stone’s throw from the hotel are several 
boiling springs flowing over a succession of 
beautifully tinted rocks called "Cleopatra’s 
Tetrace.” There is u substance found in 
these springs that forms a coating over any 
thing it comes in contact with. There is, as 
a matter of course, the never failing cariosity 
shop, where specimens of no value what­ 
ever sell for exorbitant prices. Such is 
the craze for souvenirs, people will have 
them whether or no. Ten-penny nails, fish 
hooks, etc., form the principal stock in 
trade of the coated specimens. Just in 
front of the hotel is a great hole fenced in. 
It was at one time a big geyser, but has 
long since been extinct. 
Through this Yellowstone country are 
several beautiful rivers and numbers of 
fails and cascades. From Cinnabar to the 
springs the road lies along the Gardner 
river, a turbulent, wildly rushing stream 
that somewhat resembles tbe Trnckee 
river in California, only the Gardner flows 
more rapidly, and foams at limes until it 
seems more like a heavy surf than a run­ 
ning stream. 
Much of the scenery through here re­ 
minds one alternately of the Lake Tahoe 
country and the scenery at Monterey. 
From Mammoth Springs to Norris is a 
long, dusty ride of twenty-two miles. Nor­ 
ris Geyser Basin is a sort of a half-way 
house, so to speak. The different roads 
branch out from Norris, and three days out 
of five tourists take dinner here. The next 
move is on to Lower Geyser Basin, or Fire 
Hole Station, and during this drive the 
Fire Hole iriver is twice forded. Being 
early in the season, the wa'er is deep, and 
as It flows swiftly we were always glad when 
we landed safely on the other side. This 
was a “hold-your breath” sort of ride. 
Sights and scenes through here have the 
most horrible appellations. On the way to 
Upper Geyser Basin you are introduced to 
“Hell's Half Acre,” “Devil's Kitchen,” 
“The Paint Pots” of his Satanic Majesty, 
and numbers of others just as expressive. 
In spite of its outrageous name Fire 
Hole Station proved quite an attractive 
oasis in tbe desert. We made it our head­ 
quarters while we took in the Geysers. 
At Upper Geyser Basin really begins the 
scenery of the National Park, for here are 
spouting sulphur springs and the big gey­ 
sers, while numbers of infantile springs 
dot the country round about; the great 
curiosities are at the Upper Basin. 
Here “Old Faithful” spouts every sixty- 
five minutes, and throws a stream over 
seventy feet into Ihe air. “Old Faithful” 
takes its name from the regularity of its 
playing. It can always be depended upon. 
The “Castle" geyser steams out once every 
thirty hours, and goes to twice the higbt 
of “Old Faithful,” and plays about half an 
hour. The "Giantess” plays once in four­ 
teen days and shakes the ground all around 
about when she burs's forth. The most 
wonderful of all the geysers is “Excelsior.” 
It is supposed to play every seven years, 
and went off rsr in 18S8. It is so fascin­ 
ating to watch these wonderful freaks of 
nature. The peculiar thing about these 
geysers is tbe fact of their lyiDg dormant 
during stated intervals and then bursting 
forth in all their glory. All along are 
many pools, of such brilliant emerald 
and sapphire colors as to be dt zzlingly 
beantifui. These pools are usually very 
small, bnt they are among the most attract­ 
ive things to be seen. 
Undoubtedly tbe gem of the Naiiona! 
Park is the Grand Canyon. The truly 
magnificent and awe Inspiring sights are 
here. The canyon is grandiloquent. The 
high and rugged clifls are grandly pictur­ 
esque, rising to tbe most dazzling ahitudes 
The different colorings of these giant rocks 
are a sight to be remembered— challenging 
the rainbow in the variety of shades, it is 
indeed a panorama indescribable. 
In 
studying these noble cliffs every color is dis­ 
cernible except blue. Lavenders and pur­ 
ples abound. But, strange to say, there is 
none of heaven's own beautiful blue. Tbe 
sulphur in some places seems to have in­ 
delibly dyed the rocks, and tbe rich yellow 
shadiog is so lovely. It almost frigoters 
one to look from the majestically high 
rocks down into the narrow canyon. While 
we were standing way out on Point Look­ 
out the sun came out for abont a minute, 
and the effect on tbe falls and the canyon 
was grand. The lower fall is 360 feet bigh, 
and the upper fall is 162 fe°t. At the lower 
fall the spray rises so high it is impossible 
to see the whole length of the falls. 
Y'ellowstone is a magnificent sight in 
some few places, but it is a region of mag­ 
nificent distances. The stage rides are un­ 
comfortable, and, though we nearly pe’ti- 
tied front cold sometimes, tbe roads were 
so dusty we could scarcely breathe. We 
encountered an everlasting p»st in the mos­ 
quito. The more we fussed and fumed, 
the more enraged the “pesky varmints” 
became. For hours life was miserable on 
account of the insects. Veils and handker­ 
chiefs were used to no effect, so we had to 
suffer until we got out of mosqnitodom. 
We have melted aDd frozen alternately. At 
times we have often presented an odd 
spectacle. Wrapped in overcoats belong­ 
ing to landlords and attaches of tbe various 
inns, we have looked like grizzly bears ou 
a tour. 
Unfortunately, the fire fiend has been a 
frequent visitor through here, and many 
of the hotels have fallen victims to tbe de­ 
stroyer. We, Us & Co , who have ambled 
in at this time, have been treated to what 
remained of former splendor, and the re­ 
mainder has invariably been very small. 
The stages have regulation hours for 
leaving, and if you are not on hand at the 
tuinnle yon get left. There is always such 
a struggle and a scrambling after baggage. 
It was amusing the other day at Upper 
Geyser Basin. One of the stages was about 
to start, aud a lady came tL iug out, bum 
ruing—or, I might say. shantine—a litile 
song ot her own as she tried to get all her 
baggage together. The words of her re­ 
frain to a sing song melody sounded to us 
like. "Big box, little box, bandbox, bundle, 
mosquito netting, umbrella,” and so on, 
aud that jnst about expresses the situation 
when starling lime arrives—always on a 
tearing rush and never just sure everything 
is all right. 
The wind howls unmercifully in this 
country. We feared the other night there 
was going to be a terrible storm. We were 
at Fire Hole station, and tbe name of ihe 
place being rather suggestive of evil, we 
could almost have b?en superstitious 
The thunder roared and the lightning was 
just awful. 
Luckily the storm passed 
over us and broke forth in all its fury 
down below in the uninhabited district, 
and we went on our way rejoicing. 
Ia gomg through a country you suu 


across a good many laughable things. At 
Upper Basin is a sign, which originally 
read : “It is forbidden to remove or injure 
the sedimeDts or incrustations around the 
geysers, hot springs or steam vents.” 
Some wag completely erased a portion of 
the sign, and it now reads ; “It is forbid­ 
den :o remove the geysers,” etc. What a 
spirit of mischievousness pervades the 
human race. While we were at the basin 
some campers were arrested for throwing 
tin cans, bottles and other debris imo the 
crater of Old Faithful just to see it throw 
them out. One of the Government offi­ 
cials witnessing the performance,thereupon 
punished the miscreants. 
In some of the inns “travelers are re­ 
quested to exercise patience at the table, 
as all meals are cooked after being or­ 
dered. ’ Similar queer tuings meet you at 
every turn and help to amuse folks’ out to 
see sights and insights. 
W e saw numbers of wild animals during 
our stage rides. Once two brotrn bears 
skipped across the road in double quick 
time. Several deer vanished when we 
came in sight, and the noise of our wagon 
scared out of their restint; places several 
woodchucks, porcupines, chipmunks and 
goodness knows how many more wild 
creatures. There were several eagle nests, 
and we saw the owners of these rocky hab­ 
itations. It was a surprise to us all that so 
few birds were seen. An oriole or two, a 
few blackbirds and two or three bluejavs 
about completes the list. A partridge ran 
across the road just in froatof ourstageone 
morning, but this was the sole and only 
one of tbe kmd that dawned upon our 
view. 
Being early in the season we have taken 
the trip under some disadvantages. The 
hotels are not yet ready for guests. The 
culinary departments of the various places 
are not in competent hands. The tea was 
always strong as lye. the coffee not drink­ 
able, and to add to the discomfiture of the 
trip the water in most places was not good, 
and ihe thunder invariably frightened tlie 
sweetness out of the lactea’l fluid, giving us 
the opportunity to theorize upon the fact 
that misfortunes never come singly It 
will be well on to the 1st of July before the 
park will be in good condition so far as ac­ 
commodations are concerned. 
Foiest fires have devastated many of the 
hills, and the country between the d’ifferent 
points of interest is a monotonous stretch 
of pine woods, marshes aud meadow land 
I'here are loads and loads of fallen timber 
blown down by the wind. Ail this gets 
very tiresome after fifty or sixty miles' 
staging. We were wearv and worn after 
the journey through Yellowstone: but afier 
ali we teel repaid for having seen so many 
phenomenal things. Travelers must uuder- 
go just so many trials and tribulations, else 
life becomes drear,- and hum-drum. 
As fur climate, we have had plenty of 
it—hot, cold, rainy, snowy and windy—va­ 
riety enough and to spare. Sore throat 
and mountain fever are two uncomfort­ 
able adjuncts just at present. The Y'ellow­ 
stone Lake is not accessible as yet, owing 
to many washouts in the roads. Some of 
the mud-holes we waded through were, to 
all appearances, very much averse to dry­ 
ing up at all. We have shivered and 
shook and melted at intervals; we have 
very nearly swallowed the prescribed 
pound of dirt—yet we live to tell the tale. 
Such is life—full of experiences and inci­ 
dents, but enjoyable withal. 
I began this at Livingston, but we have 
progressed as far as Helena—a town of 
some 25.000 inhabitants, electric light, vari­ 
ous improvements, but minus a tree of any 
kind. To a Californian such a land seems 
desolate. Y'et Helena is up and doing aud 
lively as cau be. Nothing dead about it. 
From St. Paul the Northern Pacific road 
goes through some good country, but not 
very much. North Dakota is remarkable 
tor its prairie lands and saee brush coun­ 
try. After crossing the Missouri river at 
Bismarck the^road goes through the Bad 
Lands—a peculiar kind of rocky ground of 
various colors, rather interesting, but mo­ 
notonous after a few hours. Some parts of 
Montana are very pretty; the way along 
the Yellowstone river is picturesquely 
beautiful. The clear stream winds in and 
out among the snow-clnd hills, and is a 
soothing, restful sight after so much barren 
country. The wild flowers now are lovelv 
and very plentiful It seems almost in­ 
credible that some of the drives in Y'ellow 
stone are through tunnels in the snow ; 
but, yea, verily, it is the truth—and the 
month is June.

AT THE PAINE BREAK. 
Considerable W ork Yet to be D one—En­ 
gineer H euer on the Ground. 
A visit to the Paine break in the Yolo 
levee, which is now almost closed, will 
certainly repay anyone for the walk, be­ 
sides giving the visitor an idea as to how 
immense breaks like this one are repaired. 
Tne pathway on tbe levee from the bridge 
down is in good condition, and the road­ 
way is also passable for vehicles. The dis­ 
tance is about two miles from Washington, 
and a couple of houts could not be more 
pleasantly spent than by taking a walk to 
the break and witnessing the progress of 
tbe work. 
There are about thirty men employed, 
and the driving of the piles has been com­ 
pleted. They are driven across the break, 
on a curve. Ia the center three rows have 
been driven, so as to resist the main force 
of the current, while at each end there are 
but two rows of piles. Theseare abont live 
or six feet apart, across the break, and the 
rows are about ten feet apart. 
The men are now working in the center, 
inserting willow brush between the rows of 
piles. Sand-bags are placed on top of the 
brush to hold it down. The south half of 
the break has been closed, and it will be 
but a few days before the other half is com­ 
pleted. as only a few inches of water is 
now flowing over it. 
The barge Granger is at the break with 
an immense load of brush on board, which 
will probably suffice to close the rest of the 
break. Thousands of sacks of sand were 
being unloaded from the barge Nera yes­ 
terday, and by the time the work is 
finished the entire current will be turned 
and tbe brush mattresses will quickly fill 
up with sediment and make the embank­ 
ment wster-tight. Tite brush will continue 
to settle, and more will have to be added 
later on. but the break will have been 
preity effectually closed in the course of a 
week or so. 
Major Heuer, the Government Engineer 
in charge of the Sacramento river and its 
improvement, came to the city on Friday 
evening and spent yesterday at tbe scene of 
operations. He seemed to be satisfied with 
the manner in which contractor Simpson 
is doing tbe work, but had a few sugges­ 
tions to offer on the subject. On a former 
visit Mcj >r Heuer Btated that the work 
then abuut to be done was intended to be 
oulv temporary—that is, the object was to 
turn the current back to the original chan­ 
nel while the volume of water is sufficient 
to scour out the sand deposits tbat had 
formed below the break. Later on. and 
at'er the water recedes below the natural 
banks of the river, a stronger levee will be 
constructed across the crevasse.

of Killilea was observed lying on the joist, 
his skull crushed and life extinct. Lynch 
was jammed in between the joists, and the 
support given to the wall by his left 
shoulder prevented the entire frame from 
coming on his head. 
Walsh was found to 
be helpless and suffering greatly, and he 
was immediately removed to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, where he is being attended to. 
Killilea's remains were taken care of by

Yesterday morning an old man named

an hour. He has suffered a long time from 
a complication of diseases. 
At Redding yesterday Judge Endlicho 
refused application to Charles Ah Song, a 
Chinaman, for naturalization papers. The 
Judge finds no warrant in law for making a 
Chinaman an American citizen, no matter 
how respectable or worthy. 
At Whitehall, Mont., yesterday, Mrs. 
Hubbard, a French lady, tried lighting the 
fire in the stove with coal oil, with the 
usual result. 
The can exploded and the 
woman was terribly burned and died after 
five hours’ ot great suffering. She leaves 
a husband and one child. 
The Comptroller of the Currency say3 he 
closed the Park National Bank, of Chicago, 
on the report of the Bank Examiner that 
it had large loans on doubtful security, 
and that a Receiver will be appointed un­ 
less the management was changed and ad­ 
ditional money be put up. 
At Baton Rouge, yesterday, the new Gass 
bill, offering $1,250.000 yearly for the lot­ 
tery privileges, was introduced in the 
House. It is said that Newman, of New 
Orleans, is ready to bid $5.000,000 annu­ 
ally. It is believed the Governor will veto 
the measure if passed, and that it could 
not be passed over the veto.

C h ic a g o , June 21st.— Forty thousand 
people assembled at Washington Park 
this afternoon to see Uncle Bob, son of 
Luke Blackburn, win tne great American 
Derby. His reputation as a mnd runner 
was nobly sustained. No rain fell after 
midnight last night, but enough came 
down yesterday afternoon and evening to 
render the newly harrowed track almost 
fetlock deep. All this forenoon sunshine 
and gloom alternated, and there were dire 
apprehensions 
of 
another 
downpour. 
Everybody that was going, however, took 
chances, and the afternoon proved to be 
the most triumphal of the season. 
Before the first race was called every foot 
of space in the stands was packed, to say 
nothing of the crowds in carriages and on 
the lawns. 
A majority of the spectators 
were, without disguise, impatient for the 
first two races to be over, and finally, when 
the contestants in the great event came 
out, tbe cheering was tremendous. 
The first to appear was Good Bye, fol­ 
lowed closely by Ben Kingsbury, Jed, 
Mount Lebanon and Sunny Brook. The 
announcement had already been made of 
the withdrawal of Protection, Frontino, 
Sinaloa and Grayson. Last of all came the 
favorites, Uncle Bob and Lucky Baldwin’s 
entry, the 
sinewy-looking 
Californian, 
Santiago. 
While the bnlk of the crowd was shout­ 
ing itself hoarse, many others with money 
on, studied once again the card where it 
read: 
"Third 
race — American 
derby, 
sweepstakes for three-year-olds at $250 
each, with $7,500 added, $5,000 to second 
and $500 to third horse, mile and half.” 
The seven horses quickly assembled at 
the post, and when the red flag dropped 
the thoroughbreds were off like the wind, 
but as perfectly aligned asa file of infantry. 
Good Bye was the first to forge a trifle 
ahead, but it was only a trifle. Passing 
the stand Jed was slightly in the lead, 
with Kingbury close onto him, while 
Uncle Bob and Santiago were toward the 
rear. Now Good Bye, who had been set­ 
ting the pace, gave way to Sunnyhrook, tbe 
latter pulling up with a sudden"spurt from 
almost last, while Good Bye fell back, to 
become the tail ender to the finish. 
Along the back stretch they came, still 
closely bunched. 
When rounding the 
turn Kingsbury led an instant. As they 
entered the stretch Uncle Bob was noticed 
emerging grandly from the cluster, fol­ 
lowed by the California racer, Santiago. 
Barnes, on Santiago, made a plucky effort, 
but do what he would, the mud seemed to 
cling 
desperately to Santiago's already 
tired heels. Amid uproarous howls of de­ 
light Uncle Bob passed nnder the wire two 
fall lengths in the lead, while Santiago was 
second, only three-quarteis of a length 
ahead of Kingsbury. 
Jed was fourth, 
while the others straggled in, pulling up 
badly beaten. Time, 2:55} 
The stakes won by Uncle Bob were 
worth about $18,000. 
Uncle Bob was bred in Nashville, TenD., 
and was named for the famous old darky 
hostler at Belle Meade. “Uncle Bob” as a 
colt was so poorly thought of at tbe Belle 
Meade sale in the spring of 1888 that Uncle 
Bob bought him for $225. A few days 
afterwards he sold him to Sam Bryant for 
$400. The next sale was by Bryant to 
Hankins, of Chicago, three days ago, for 
$15,000, two thousand more to be paid if 
Uncle Bob won the Derby. As he did so, 
and landed in H ankin’s pockets an $18,000 
stake, besides outside bets, it may be con­ 
sidered a reasonably good purchase.

THIS TIME A WHITE ONE. 


San F r a n c is c o D e c lin e s t h e G ift o f a S a c ­ 
r a m e n to L e p e r . 
On Friday Dr. H. L. Nichols, Secretary 
of the Board of Health of this city, tele­ 
phoned to Secretary Hoesch of the San 
Francisco Board of Health, asking that 
body to take charge of a white leper. Mr. 
Hoesch replied that that city would not in 
future take lepers from another place. The 
Supervisors recently passed a resolution to 
receive no more lepers from any other 
county, and declared that if such are found 
there they are to be returned to the county 
they carne from. A State law requires all 
Boards of Supervisors in counties having 
lepers to establish lazarettos. 
Dr. Nichols was further informed by 
Secretary Hoesch that Sacramento countv 
owed $98 to San Francisco for caring for 
and shipping a leper to China. Dr. Nichols 
replied that the Supervisors of Sacramento 
bad refused to pay for sending the leper to 
China. 
Commenting on the incident, the Chron­ 
icle yesterday said: "Last Murcti a tele­ 
phone message was received at tbe Health 
Office asking this city to care for a Chinese 
leper and that the county of Sacramento 
would pay all expenses. 
Inquiry was 
made at the time as to who was talking 
through the telephone, and the answer 
was returned: ‘Dr. Nichols, Health Offi­ 
cer.’ The San Francisco Health Board 
cave permission to receive the Chinese, as 
the lepers here were about to be shipped 
in a few days to China, and the Sacramento 
man could be sent with the others, which 
was done on April 13th. 
"A bill for the care and shipping of the 
leper was sent to Dr. Nichols at Sacra­ 
mento. After waiting a month and no 
word being received, the Secretary wrote 
to Dr. Nicnols, and he replied that he 
knew nothing of the matter and to trans­ 
mit tbe bill to the Supervisors. A bill was 
then sent to the County Clerk, who replied 
that he would refer it to the Supervisors. 
Dr. Nichols now reports that the Super­ 
visors will not pay for the shipping of the

W a s h in g t o n , Jnne 21st.—This has been 
the most exciting day of this session of 
Congress. When Speaker Reed rapped his 
gavel at precisely 12 o'clock to-day the gal­ 
leries were densely packed and " the floor 
was well filled with members and visiting 
Senators. 
It was soon observed that there 
were fewer absentee Republican members 
than on yesterday, while on the Demo­ 
cratic side many empty seats were noticed. 
Before the debate began it was believed 
that the fight would be short, and free 
coinage would be downed by a big major­ 
ity, but when Townsend or Colorado arose, 
and in a vigorous speech iavored taking up 
the silver bill, and was followed in turn by 
Morrow, Hermann, Bartine and Carter, 
each of whom earnestly supported him, 
the hopes of the silver men began to rise 
again, while Reed and McKinley appeared 
very anxious and apprehensive as to the 
result. 
The Pacific Coast members spoke ably 
and fearlessly, annonncing their intention 
of voting in accordance with their own 
judgment, the desire of their constituents, 
and to carry out the principles set forth in 
their several 8tate platforms, even thongb 
they should incur the displeasure of some 
of the Republican leaders. They felt that 
they owed first allegiance to their constitu­ 
ents and second allegiance to tbe National 
Republican party. Morrow spoke earnestly, 
and made a most favorable impression dur­ 
ing its delivery. McKinley and other Re­ 
publican leaders wore a kind of deprecating 
sneer on their faces, and annoyed Mr. 
Morrow somewhat by frequent interrup­ 
tions, but the Californian was not to be 
intimidated from his purpose, but re­ 
mained 
cool and self-possessed. 
He 
showed clearly that a bill which had been 
once considered and reported favorably by 
the Coinage Committee, and which had 
passed the House and been amended by 
tbe Senate should not be again referred to 
the same committee that was its authors 
and had already acted upon it. If it was a 
bill which under the rules was to be acted 
upon in Committee of the Whole, then let 
it be so acted upon, but not refer it to the 
Coinage Committee, where it would prob­ 
ably stay and never be reported. 
Bartine, Carter and Hermann spoke in a 
similar vein. 
At the close of the latter’s speech McKin­ 
ley arose and allotted five minutes of Re­ 
publican time to Buckaiew of Pennsylva­ 
nia, a Democrat. It was then that the 
hope of the silver men was again dissi­ 
pated. They recognized that the New York 
and Pennsylvania goidbngs were about to 
bolt from their party on the silver question. 
Expressions of disappointment and vexa­ 
tion were visible on the faoes of the Dem­ 
ocratic leaders—Bland, McMillin, Crisp, 
Mills, Breckenridge and Springer. 
When Buckaiew resumed his seat alter 
speaking against the present consideration 
of the silver bill, Fitch (Dem ) of New 
York followed in the same view, asserting 
stoutly that the Democratic party was not 
in favor of free coinage. 
At this declaration the Democrat leaders 
appeared completely disgusted. They had 
“banked” upon making great political 
capital out of this silver question, and now 
these “troublesome” Pennsylvania and 
New York Democrats were spoiling every­ 
thing 
When the roll-call showed that 
thirteen New England Democrats 
had 
virtually voted against free coinage, and it 
was defeated by a large majority, they actu­ 
ally looked sick, and were no doubt re­ 
lieved when, at 3:30, the House adjourned. 


A COMPROMISE M EASURE. 
To-night a California Associated Press 
reporter talked with a number of Pacific 
coast members. They are nearly unani­ 
mously of the opinion that the final result 
will be the adoption of an Administration 
compromise measure, viz.: The coinage of 
4,500.000 ounces of silver monthly, treasury 
certificates made legal tender rtdeetriable 
in coin and the elimination of the bullion 
redemption features of Windom’s bill. 
It seems to be the settled conviction 
among the public in Washington to-night 
that this bill will pass the House and be 
agreed to by the 8enate and receive the 
signature of the President. Many Western 
Republicans who are known to favor free 
coinage seemingly voted against their pro­ 
fessions to day, but explain it by saying 
that tbe President would absolutely not 
sign a free coinage bill, and that the Dem­ 
ocrats, knowing it, wanted the bill passed 
for the sole purpose of embarrassing the 
President and making political capital out 
of his veto. On the other hand, they were 
assured that a bill for the coinage of $4,- 
500,U00 monthly could be passed and would 
receive the sanction of the Administration. 
Perkins of Kansas was bold enough to 
make these explanations of his own posi­ 
tion to the House this afternoon, and it 
was received by deriBive laughter from the 
Democrats and shouts of "Don't give H ar­ 
rison away like that.” 
When seen.t by a California Associated 
Press agent to-night Mr. Bartine, of Nevada, 
said that, divested of all technicalities, the 
struggle of the last three days was simply 
between the consideration and burying (if 
the Senate free coinage bill. "By this I do 
not mean, ’ said he, "to say that the Coin­ 
age Committee will make no report, and 
ths.t they will not report the bili for free 
coinage. The events of the last few months 
have demonstrated the fact tiiat this com­ 
mittee is not in favor of unlimited coinage. 
There are only four members who are 
positively and aggressively for free coinage, 
and I am aware oi no legitimate process ny 
which four men con outvote nine. Still, a 
majority clearly recognizes the necessity 
for legislation. 
“I believe that a bill of some kind will 
be reported at an early day. A disposition 
is evinced to make some further conces­ 
sions to the extreme silver men. As the 
heaviest blows of the latter have been di­ 
rected at the bullion exchange clause, it is 
probable that a concession will come in 
tbe form of a modification, or perhaps the 
complete elimination of that prevision. I 
am not prepared to say what I will accept 
or whether I will accept anything until I 
see what is offered. Until the decisive 
question was raised the Democrats voted 
almost as a unit with us, but they did it 
more as a rebuke to a Republican Speaker 
than through particular devotion to silver, 
and when we bad the bill fairly within 
our grasp, the E is tern Democra's broke 
away and we were defeated. 
On the 
other hand a considerable number of free 
coinage Republicans voted against taking 
up the bili, because they believed that it 
would pass by a small majority and receive 
its qaietus at the hands of the President, 
which might defeat all silver legislation.

closely questioned by the Attorney-General 
and Minister Foster. 
The conference lasted about two hours 
and the verdict arrived at was that nearly 
the entire blame for the plot shonld be at­ 
tached to the English company, as its offi­ 
cers were the head and front of the whole 
movement, and that the Mexican Govern­ 
ment mnst look to England for satisfaction 
for the overt acts of its sauqect*.

B e k lin , June 21st.—During a prolonged

Caprivi explained the aims of the Govern­ 
ment in concluding the Anglo-German 
agreement relative to African territory. He 
dwelt on the immense importance of the 
stragetic value of Heligoland, and recalled 
the fact that during the war of 1S70 it was 
net e.sary to dc ach « large foice to guard 
agaiust a possible French landing at the 
mouth ot the Webr and Elbe rivers, and to 
lay submarine mines to protect the wab-r 
approaches to Hamburg and Bremen 
He 
produced au opinion from Yon Moltke 
that Heligoland could be so fortified that 
it would be equivalent to a large increase 
in the German army in the event of war. 
The Bundesrath unanimously approved 
the compact, and congratulated the Em­ 
peror and Chancellor. 
The report that England spontaneously 
offered to cede the island is in direct vari­ 
ance with all reports here. The opinion of 
the ppople of the island does not count 
with either Government. 
Both kuow the 
inhabitants are opposed to annexation 
to Germany, both on account of the dread 
of military service and customs regulations. 
Germany will make concessions ou these 
points for twenty years. 
Leading Hamburg journals regret the 
granting to England of the protectorate 
over Zanzibar, because it will place the 
whole trade in the hands of the English 
East African Company. 
Major Wisse- 
mann has telegraphed similar views. 
All 
declare, however, that the acquisition of 
Heligoland balances the losses elsewhere. 
The National Zeitung reminds the malcon­ 
tents that most of the region conceded to 
England never belonged to Germany. 


A N O M IN O U S N O T E .

The note "dtclines 
the request that Russia wait until Novem­ 
ber for the payment of the war indemnity 
by Turkey, and demands immediate pay­ 
ment. The note declares in the event of a 
refusal that Russia will reserve the right of 
taking all necessary measures to compel 
the payment. 
Yesterday the Bulgarian envoy presented 
to the Porte a note from Stambuloff, de­ 
manding an extension of the religious 
liberty of the Bulgarians in Turkey, and 
also a recognition of the Bulgarian Gov­ 
ernment. 
Stambuloff' is acting in concert 
with 
Russia without regard to 
the personal 
interests of Prince Ferdinand, and it is ex­ 
pected that his action will develop a 
proclamation of independence in Bulgaria 
under a Prince who will be agreeable to 
Russia, with the absorption of part of 
Macedonia into Bulgaria.

B e r l i n , June 21st.—Prince Bismarck, in 
an interview, when asked to give his im­ 
pression upon the subject of Nihilism in 
Russia, said no concession can be made to 
the Nihilists, who are would-be-murderers 
one and all, assassins by premeditation if 
not by deed. The only way to deal with 
them is to strengthen and sharpen the law 
and bring it to bear upon them with in­ 
creased stringency. 
There can be no question of yielding to 
these wretches. Nothing kindly or concil­ 
iatory can be offered to people who do not 
even know what they want, but are per­ 
fectly ready at all times to commit any sort 
or number of crimes. 
“As for England and Germany,” said 
Bismarck, emphatically, "I regard it as 
an impossibility for these countries ever to 
be at war. It is singularly unlikely that 
they should even quarrel seriously. Were 
that to happen it might lead to "a conti­ 
nental conflict, even if England should ab­ 
stain from taking an active part against us 
by sea or land, but this contingency is 
as widely improbable as that we should 
draw sword against England. We are 
both a fair-dealing people. AVe know one 
another well and respect one another sin­ 
cerely.” 
Bismarck spoke favorably of Caprivi as a 
fiue soldier, a man of remarkable intelli­ 
gence, varied information, and above all a 
thorough gentleman. 
Caprivi’s appoint­ 
ment as Reichskanzler was an absolute sur­ 
prise. He accepted it from a lofty loyal 
sense. He is duly free irom any charge of 
overweening personal ambition." His clear 
head, good heart, generous nature and great 
working powers make him altogether a 
ffrst-class man. 


C H A M B E R O F D E P U T IE S .

P a r is , June 21st.—The report of the com­ 
mittee appointed to investigate the position 
of the shareholders and bondholders of the 
Panama Canal Company was submitted to­ 
day in the Chamber of Deputies. The 
Minister of Justice, in replying to ques­ 
tions, said the authorities never accepted 
the joint responsibility for the enterprise, 
but bad not remained insensible to the dis­ 
asters befalling it.

U n io n ’s correspondent at Folsom states 
that the Board of Prison Directors met at 
the prison yesterday, all the members being 
present except Mr. Reddy. 
At the forenoon session the Board was 
occupied in looking over bids and discuss­ 
ing the flour and oil bids, leftover from the 
San Quentin meeting, without result. It 
was ordered that the San Quentin Warden 
further test ten barrels of the Hour. The 
bidders were the Starr, the City Mills and 
the Buckeye Mills. 
The oil bidders were Yates A Co., 154 
cents per gallon; Arctic Oil Company, 24 
cents and 154 cents. 
A letter was read from the San Quentin 
official stating tbat be could see no differ­ 
ence between the 24 cent oil of tbe Arctic 
Oil Company and Yates A Co.’s 151 cent 
oil. 
It was ordered that a test of the different 
oils be made by Thomas Price, an expert, 
at the expense of the Arctic Utl Company, 
which claims that there is no animal lat In 
its oil. 
Director Sonntag was in iavorof giving the 
contiact to the Arctic Company on the 
ground of its being a California industry 
and working with California capital. It 
was estimated that about 12,000 gallons of 
oil would be used to make the jute pliable.
